Moroah in Ohio. — From Antrim, Guernsey 
county, says the Cincinnati Gazette, where we 
left Morgan in Saturday's issue, he moved in 
a northeasterly direction toward Cadiz, Har- 
rison county, where he arrived on Saturday 
morning about 8 o'clock. After leaving 
Cadiz, be continued his march in a north- 
easterly course, and at noon on Saturday he 
was approaching YVintersville, which place is 
about four miles north of Steubenville. At 
this place he was headed off by some militia. 
He then moved north in the direction of the 
Cleveland and Pittsburg Railroad. He arrived 
at Salineville near that railroad early Sunday 
morning, and was met by Major Way with a 
detachment of the First Michigan cavalry. 
After a severe engagement of over an hour, 
Morgan was completely routed. The follow- 
ing is Major Way's despatch: 

Salineville, O., July 2G. 
Major- General A. E. Burnside; 

After a forced march yesterday and last 
night, with almost continued skirmishing, we 
succeeded this morning about eight o'clock in 
pressing Morgan to an engagement about one 
and a half miles from this place. After more 
than one hour of severe fighting we scattered 
his fotces id all directions. The following is 
the result of our engagement: 20 or 30 killed, 
about 50 wounded, 200 prisoners, 150 sUnd 
of arms, and 150 horses. Our loss is light. 
Our horses are very much j.ided, but I shall 
follow as rapidly as possible. My force was 
200 (o 250 strong.

Morgan was subsequently captured, as has 
alreedy been DOticed, and that notorious 
guerilla, together with his staff, arrived in 
Cincinnati yesterday morning on an early 
train. 

Major Way and bis cavalry, who whipped 
Morgan, was despatched from Cincinnati four 
days ago by railroad to try and head him off. 
It seems that, by making a forced march, he 
arrived just in time to do so, and the engage- 
ment which Morgan was drawn into delayed 
him a sufficient time for Gen. Shackelford, 
who was only a few miles in his rear, to 
catch him.

SHEEP H V> P. A NDltY— BREEDING IN. 
[CONTINUED.] 

One of the greatest evil3 connected with the 
culture of sheep is the custom of "breeding 
in." It is a law of nature, as well defined .13 
that the needle points to the North pole, that 
the mingling of kindred blood will produce 
degeneracy and disease. In all civilized 
countries this principle is so well understood 
and recognized, that laws are enacted to pro- 
hibit marriage between kindred. On the 
other hand, it is a well established fact that 
tho greatest races of men that the world has 
ever produced have sprung from an intermix- 
ture of remotest nations. Kngland may be 
mentioned as a striking illustration of this 
theory. The great historian Macauley says, 
"eRrly in the fourteenth century the amalga- 
mation of the races was all but complete, and 
it was soon made manifest by signs not to be 
mistaken that a people inferior to none ex- 
isting in the world had been formed by a mix- 
ture of three branches of the great Teutonic 
family with rach other, and with the aboriginal 
Britons." The rapidity with which our own 
couutiy has progressed in the scale of nations 
may reasonably be attributed to a mingling 
of races, while China, Japan, and other 
countries, that have for centuries refused to 
commingle with other nations, are strong 
proofs of the degeneracy that naturally fol- 
lows such a policy. In the animal kingdom 
it is well known that all the superior breeds 
are the result of "crossing." 

The thorough-bred horse, the great breeds of 
cattle, sheep, and other animals are si conclu- 
sive proof's of this principle that not a word of 
comment is necessary. The same principle ap- 
plies to the vegetable kingdom, where all the 
great improvements in variety are the result 
ot the mingling of different elements, while 
the planting of seed in the ground from which 
it is raised is believed to be the principal cause 
of the numerous evils that beset the cultiva- 
tion of the soil, such as the "rot" in potatoes, 
the "weevil," "smut,"|and "cockle," in wheat, 
Ate. Some eight years since, it will be recol- 
lected, the wheat crop of Ohio was destroy- 
ed for several years in succession by the 
"weevil." This result is believed to have been 
caused by sowing wheat on the same ground 
frcm which it was raised, as it is w>dl known 
that ihia was the common practice in Ohio at 
the time referred to. Finding their crops de- 
stroyed, the farmers came to the couclusion 
that the particular variety of wheat which 
they had been raising had "run out," 
as they termed it, and sent to other parts 
of the country for seed wheat. The im- 
pression became very general that the 
'•Mediterranean" wheat was not subject to be- 
ing deslroyed by "weevil," which was true, 
simply for the reason that it was a new variety, 
and had been but a short time before introduced. 
It had therefore not been "bred in-and-in," as 
that which was destroyed by "weevill" had 
been for years. Any seed wheat broughtfrom 
other Stales would, no doubt, have proved 
equally beneficial as the Mediterranean. 

We heard a gentlemen from Ohio, a short 
timesince, extolling a vai ietyof wheat, brought 
from California, which had proved wonder- 
fully productive, and free from the eviis we 
have mentioned. If the farmers of Ohio will 
send to California, or Maryland, Michigan, 
New York, Minnesota or any other distaut 
country, every year for their seed wheat, they 
will in our judgment find themselves relieved 
from "weevil, and from many other evils to 
which they have been subject. We noticed a 
short time since an account of disease having 
been developed in the silk worm in France to 
such an extent as to seriously threaten the de- 
struction of the silk crop. The remedy pro- 
posed for this evil is suggestive of the sound 
philosophy with which the French people con- 
duct their affairs. Their Representative at 
Sharghai was directed to procure a large 
number of cocoons, and send them to his gov- 
ernment, and by thu3 intermingling a new 
element it was thought that the disease would 
disappear. "It is plain from these facts that 
the disease among the silk worms was be- 
lieved to have been caused by degeneracy, pro- 
duced by "breeding in," and there cannot be a 
doubt that the remedy proposed will prove 
effectual. 

Nature left to itself, without the ingenuity 
of man in mingling varieties and crossing 
breeds, produces stinted growth and degener- 
acy in both vegetable and animal life. A few 
illustrations by comparison will serve to prove 
this fact. Contrast, for example, the wild 
strawberry with the immense garden varie- 
ties — the wild plum with the "green gage" — 
the wild cherry with the "Oxhearts" — the crab 
apple with the "bellflowcr" and "golden pip- 
pin" — the wild pear with the "Bartlett" and 
"Virgaloo" — the wild peach with the "cling- 
stones" and the wild rose with the "mo3s 
rose." 

In the animal kingdom, contrast the wild 
cattle of Texas and Mexico with the Alder- 
neys, the Durham9, the Devonshires, and oth- 
ers — the sheep of Mexico and South America 
with the "Southdowus," the Meriuos," the 
"Leicestors," the "Cotswolds" — the wild horses 
of Mexico and Indian pony of our own coun- 
try, with the "Glencoes," the "Eclipses," the 
"Herods," the "Bostons," the "Fashions," the 
'•Lexingtons," the "Patchens," ."Flora Tem- 
ple*," and "Idlewilds." 

It is the mingling of different elements that 
produces the healthy and vigorous growth, 
both in the vegetable and animal kingdoms, 
and this principle cannot be too strongly ad- 
hered to by wool-growers, as disease is sure to 
accompany degeneracy, and degeneracy, it is 
believed, is sure to follow "breeding in. We 
ore aware that in expressing this sentiment 
we are treading upon disputable premises. The 
Hon. H. S. Randall, whose writings upon the 
subject of sheep husbandry have a well-de- 
served and widely extended influence among 
intilligent wool-growers throughout the 
country, declares that "it is by no means true 
that it is either unsafe or improper to inter- 
breed animals of any degree of relationship." 
He also says, 'a majority of the mo.-t celebrat- 
ed breeders and improvers of English cattle 
have been close in-and-in breeders." Such 
testimony from so high authority is entitled to 
great respect and {consideration, yet we cannot 
believe but that the great cattle breeders refer- 
red to attained their success mainly in crossing 
the breeds. After having produced a distinct 
I reed through the process of crossing they no 
doubt bred "in-and-in" to a considerable ex- 
tent to preserve it, but without an occasional 
intermixiure of new blood we think the ten- 
dency would be decidedly iu the direction of 
degeneracy, and in this opinion we are con- 
firmed by Mr. Randall himself, who says, 
"there comes u. time generally when close in- 
and-in breeding between the artificial species 
which have been partly moulded by man, pro- 
duces lose of vigor and degeneracy, and spine- 
times this fatal overthrow is but one step 
away from the pinnacle of apparent success. 
In breeding sheep it is not necessary to keep 
constantly crossing breeds, but a frequent 
change of rams of the same breed, and obtain- 
ing them from flocks as remote as possible, 
with occasional crossing, is believed to be the 
most effectual method of keeping up the vigor 
and htalth of the flock. In England the 
growers very rarely breed from an ewe over 
seven years old, and never before they are 
two years old. By a careful selection of the 
breeding parents a constant improvement is 
kept up, and there is no country in which 
crossing breeds has been practised to a greater 
extent or with greater success, as we shall at- 
tempt hereafter to show. The great object to be 
attained in our country is to induce the farm- 
ers generally, and of the West in particular, 
k here the facilities are greater than in any oth- 
er part of the world, to try the experiment of 
adding sheep husbandry to their other agri- 
cultural pursuits. It is not expected that they 
will enter largely into the business at first. 
In all new enterprises it is well to feel the 
way, and we recommend that those who eu- 
ter into the business should, by all means, 
adopt the policy of avoiding "in-and-in" breed- 
ing. Its tendency is unquestionably to pro- 
duce degeneracy, and, by many judicious ob- 
servers, is believed to be the cause of "rot," 
and many other diseases to which sheep are 
subject. 

Destruction of Sheep by Dogs. — The de- 
struction of sheep by dogs has always been a 
great discouragement to farmers throughout 
the country, and has led numbers to give up 
sbcep husbandry that would otherwise have 
persevered in it. It is within the scope of our 
own knowledge that whole sectious in both 
Maryland and Ohio have entirely abandoned 
tbis important branch of agriculture in conse- 
quence of the losses sustained through the de- 
struction of flocks by these useless animals. 
In the State of Ohio alone it is estimated that 
as many as ten thousand sheep have been thus 
destroyed in a single year. The value of 10,- 
000 sheep is far more than all the dogs in the 
United Stales are worth. The only practical 
use which we have ever seen made of them is 
by the ash gatherers, a few of whom hitch 
them to their small carts to assist in drawing 
the load. In Spain and other parts of Europe 
where sheep are attended by shepherds, dogs 
are made use of to keep the flocks within 
proper limits and to assist in driving them 
from place to place; hut tbis is a peculiar 
breed trained to the business, and were never 
known to harm sheep. In hunting it may 
reasonably be claimed that dogs are of some 
service in bringing in game, in discovering its 
whereabouts, and in some other respects. Ma- 
ny people regard them as valuable to guard 
premises from thieves or to give the alarm at 
their approach; but making liberal allowances 
for all these benefits, the instruction of sheep 
alone far exceeds all the value of their ser- 
vices. More than three quarters of the dogs 
in the country are kept as mere pets, and are 
of no earthly value whatever. 

It is estimated by parties who have been at 
considerable expense and trouble in obtaining 
the information that the number of dogs in 
the country is rather over than under three 
millions, and that the average cost of their 



keeping is i.ot less than five dollars per head 
annually. Many of the fancy pets kept in thi 
cities and large towns cost ftom fifiv to ene 
hundred dollars a year for their keeping. The 
owners go as regularly to the butchers for 
meat for the dogs as they do for their families. 
A gentleman living in one of the large towo.3 
in the inlcrior of this State upon being ques- 
tion as to his opinion of the average cost of 
keeping degs insisted that it could not be less 
than ten dollars. His own two he said he 
knew cost him over twenty-five dollars a piece 
ench year. In the Georgia Legislature recent- 
ly a bill was introduced requiring the destruc- 
tion of all dogs, and in the debate it was 
stated that there were more than one hundred 
thousand within the limits of the State. It 
was estimated that the provisions they con- 
sumed would furnish rations, and the sheep 
they destroyed annually would furnish cloth- 
ing for at least five thousand troops. The 
population of Georgia is about one million. 
Taking one hundred thousand dogs to a mil- 
lion of population as a basis it would make 
three millions of dogs for the whole United 
Slates. 

It is generally supposed that families aver- 
age about six persons, and we think it a low 
estimate to say that there are at least three 
dogs to every five families. Averaging fami- 
lies at six persons it would make five millions 
of families in the whole country, and calcu- 
lating three dogs to every five families would 
make the number of dogs thre» millions. At 
five dollars for the averaged annual cost of 
keeping it will he seen that the aggregate is 
fifteen millions of dollars. If judiciously ex- 
pended, this vast sum would support all the 
poor in the country, who, from circumstances 
beyond their control, are legitimate objects of 
chaiity. "Ye hive the poor always with 
you," and it would seem to be quite as cred- 
itable to our humanity to expend this amount 
in feeding and clothing helpless women and 
children as to waste it on worthless curs 
which endanger the lives and destroy the 
property of our people. We are aware that it 
will beeaid that the food consumed by dogs 
is generally of a character that would other- 
wise be thrown away, hut to this it may be 
replied that in cities it would be very accepta- 
ble to the poor, and in the country, where 
there are less poor, it could be quite as profit- 
ably disposed of in feeding swine. 

Dogs are generally the natural enemies of 
sheep, and have an unaccountable propensity 
to destroy them. They are also dangerous in 
all communities on account of their liability 
to "by drop hobin," the most terrible of all dis- 
eases. We are told by parlies thoroughly In- 
formed upon the subject that the number of 
deaths by "hydrophobia" has fear fearfully in- 
creased in the past ten years, and this can only 
be accounled for upon the supposition that the 
number of dogs has greatly increased. Taking 
their liability to "hydrophobia" and their pro- 
pensity to destroy sheep into the account, dogs 
may reasonably be considered as a public nui- 
sance. No man bos a moral right to keep up- 
on his premises an animal that is dangerous 
to the lives or property of his neighbors, and 
he ought not to have a legal right. No good 
citizen ought to desire to keep such animals. 
If we have among us men who persist in keep- 
ing a pack of dogs to sneak on at night and 
destroy their neighbors' sheep, let them be tax- 
ed heavily. It is confidently believed that with 
reasonable protection against the destruction 
of sheep, the farmers throughout the country 
will hereafter give more attention to sheep 
husbandry than they have ever before done. 
There certainly was never so good an oppor- 
tunity presented to an agricultural people to 
lay the foundation of great wealth as this war 
has furnished to the people of the West by 
cutting short the cotton supply, and thus 
making a market at double price for fourfold 
the quantity of wool that was required when 
cotton was ten cents a pound, and it is the 
duty of the Governors of all the loyal States 
to recommend the passage of stringent laws 
for the protection of wool-growers against the 
destruction of sheep by dogs. 

We are informed that a law exists in this 
State taxing dogs fifty cents a head. The fund 
raised from this tax is appropriated to paying 
for all sheep destroyed by dogs, on the certifi- 
cate of officers appointed to appraise the value 
of the sheep. This is a simple and good law, 
except that the tax should be fi ve dollars in- 
stead of fifty cents.

WARREN ON WINFREY. 
To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

Gentlemen : Perhaps the people of Clinton, 
Cumberland, and Russell counties, who have 
been recently associated with the Third Con- 
gressional District, would like to know what 
has become of Mr. T. C. Winfrey, ex-Major, 
qussi-Union man, candidate for Congress, ic, 
and what he is doing. After being present, 
and participating in the large and enthusias- 
tic convention which assembled in Glasgow, 
Ky , on the 13th of May last, and which unan- 
imously nominated the Hon. Henry Grider as 
the man of their choice, Mr. Winfrey has re- 
cently concluded that the people want him to 
go to Washington instead of Col. Henry Gri- 
der. 

Afser a visit to some of tie westward coun- 
ties, Mr. Winfrey reached Bowling Green a 
day or two since; but for some reason, to us 
unexplained, failed to attempt the edification 
of the people of this particular locality. Now 
he ought, by all means, to have given us some 
expression of his peculiar position, for the 
loyal, true men of this section are not satisfied 
with his card that appeared in the Democrat 
of July 4th, nor with his course since the 
promulgation of that, in some respects, sin- 
gular document. We suppose Mr. Winfrey 
feared that our "sovereigns 1 would detect the 
ass underneath the lion's skin. We under- 
stand that he has made considerable progress 
lately in political science, and has discovered 
that there ought to be a "new" Democratic 
party, in the formation of which Mr. Winfrey 
will, of course, stand prominent. He is not 
satisfied with the Union Democratic party, 
but wishes to lop off the useless and distaste- 
ful Union appendage. Well, here the ears of 
that 'very gentle beast" arc easily detected. 

True, llr. Winfrey played the geuuine lion, 
in some respects, quite well in the garb he as- 
sumed some time ago, at the office o.'' the Lou- 
isville Democrat, but in attempting to roar he 
strained himself, and ended in that unmistaka- 
ble bray. Mr. Winfrey says he is in favor of 
quelling the rebellion, and to that end promi- 
ses to vote men and money, if necessary." 
Here he apparently assumes L nion Democratic 
ground; but we fear it is only assumed. He 
does not wear bis dress gracefully, he plays 
his part "too heavy." He proposes to confis- 
cate the lands of rebels, and to take their ne- 
groes from them, and hold them until after the 
war, thus offering, as be says, "strong induce- 
ments for tbem to return to their allegiance. 
Now we wish Mr. Winfrey bad attempted an 
elucidation of this cove) plan of his "new 1 
party, and that he had told U3 how he was 
going to bell that cat, who was to do it, and 
how be expected to regain possession of the 
negroes when they were once taken away. 
Now to that doctrine the Union Democratic 
party of this District cannot subscribe; that 
would be abolition accomplished, and to that 
heresy we are unalterably opposed. But we 
think it quite evident there is an understand- 
ing between him and our secesh "lambs" upon 
tbat point. Lest bis roaring should frighten 
tnem, and to essure them that he is not a ver- 
itable lion, he roars "as gently as any sucking 
dove," tells them that he will vote for Wick- 
liffe, aud they applaud him, and cry out "Let 
him roar again, Let him roar again."

Leaser was bonded for 15,000 dollars. 

Washington, July 27. 
The following despatch was received at the 
Navy Department to day: 

Flag-Steamer Dixsmore, ) 
Off Molbis Island, July 21. J 
lion. Gideon Welles, Secretary of the Navy : 

Sir: I have the honor to inform the Depait- 
ment tbat on the night of the 1 9th inst ,a large 
side-wheel steamer, trying to run intoCharles- 
ton, wes chastd by the Canandaigua, and 
other outside blockade: •-. and finally headed 
off and drawn upon the shoals by Commander 
Geo. W. Powers, of the CaUkill, when an- 
chored abreast of Fort Wagner on picket duty. 

The steamer was fired by her crew and is 
now a total wreck. The chances of success to 
such enterprises are materially lessened by 
our occupation of the main channel.

Atlanta, Ga., July 23. — Gen. Rosecrans is 
organizing a force to attack the Western 
Georgia Railroad. Active preparations are 
being made for the defence of the city and 
railroad to Chattanooga. 

The rebel General Bowen died on the lGth. 

Trenton, N. J., July 27. 
Gov. Parker has just issued a proclamation 
stating that no draft has yet been ordered in 
New Jersey; tbat 30 days would be allowed 
for the purpose of raising the required num- 
ber of men by volunteering; that all that are 
raised in tbat time will be credited should a 
draft be made; that there will be no draft 
for the old deficiency claimed as due from the 
State. 

The proclamation closes by calling on the 
people to aid in raising the quot-t for this 
State, so as to avoid any necessity for a draft. 

Memphis, July 26. 

Billies and Jesse Forest are reportel to 
have again crossed Tennessee river, and gone 
toward Jackson, Tennessee. Gen. Dodge has 
sent a force to meet them. 

One of Uurlbut's scouts arrived last night, 
and retorts Pemberton and staff, and some of 
bis officers, gone to Richmond. His army 
bas scattered in every direction. Pemberton 
said it was impossible to keep them together. 
The rebels are pressing everybody into their 
ranks. Excitement was intense. The roll- 
ing slock on the railroads was all being run 
toward Mobile. 

Large quantities of cotton are going in the 
same direction, but Johnston's army is report- 
ed at Maitin, thirty miles east of Jackson. 
His force is estimated at 30.000. All surplus 
stores are being shipped to Mobile. 

Gens. Hardee and Forest passed through 
Meridian on the 18th going to Johnston. For- 
est is suffering from a wound and not fit for 
duty. 

H ardee's corps is reported going to Johnston, 
but bad not passed Meridian up to the 22d. 

A despatch dated Martin. Miss., July 20lh, 
stales tbat all general and field officers taken 
at Vicksburg bad been exchanged, but their 
men had straggled so that they were without 
commands. 

Cairo, July 27. 
Passengers who arrived from Vicksburg on 
the 24th slate that Gen. Heron's division had 
returned from Yazoo River, and were prepar- 
ing to go to some point further south. Sher- 
man's old corps still occupied Jackson, but it 
was understood he would soon fall back this 
side of Black River. All quiet along the 
river. 

Philadelphia. July 27. 
The subscription agents report the sale of 
1,095,000 dollars of 5.20 to-day, by the va- 
rious agents. 

New York, July 23. 

The Herald's Washington special says that 
yesterday a train from Warrentou to Alexan- 
dria, conveying about three hundred troops, 
was fired into by guerillas when within two 
miles of Manassas. No damage was done. 
The troops scoured the woods in that vicinity, 
buc were unable to find the assailants. 

Proceeding a short distance further the train 
was again fired into without injury, and the 
soldiers were again unable to discover the 
perpetrators. The train then proceeded with- 
out further interruption. 

It was reported here to-day that some 40 of 
Ashby's guerillas were captured last night; 
but on inquiry the story proves to be un- 
founded. 

One scouting party captured 6, another a 
single guerilla, which appears to be all that 
has been done in that line for the last 43 
hours.

The positions of the rebel army are as fol- 
lows: On Friday morning, at 0 o'clock, the 
advance of Hill's and Longstreet's corps reach- 
ed Culpepper. Their columns were well closed 
up, and their entire corps must be concentrat- 
ed there before this time. Of this retrogade 
movement, there can be no question. 

Swell's corps, it is understood here, still oc- 
cupy Shenandoah Valley, where it is guarding 
the fords 6n the Shenandoah and near the 
rebel army. This fact is supposed to explain 
the recent alarm about the alleged movements 
indicating that Lee was not retreating, but 
was preparing lo retnrn to Maryland. 

The Times special says the Commissioner 
Internal Revenue has decided that a certificate 
of exemption for those who have been drafted 
and have furnished a substitute under the con- 
scription act, being expressly required by law 
to be issued by a Board of Enrolment, is ex- 
empt from stamp duty. 

Any certificate which may be issued by a 
magistrate in connection with proceediugs 
under the conscription act is subject to stamp 
duty of 50 cents. "

She is 
5,000 tons, iron vessel, and loaded with cot- 
ton. 

The schooner Mason, from Port Royal, re- 
ports that when she passed off Charleston on 
the 26th she heard heavy firing, and that our 
forces are still battering Fort Wagner. 

Washington, July 28. 

Information received to-day shows that 
Lee's army, under Longstreet, Hill, and Ewell, 
passed through Chester Gap Thursday and 
Friday, and ore now at and south of Culpep- 
per. 

Buford's cavalry opposed them but had to 
fallback; but they hung on their rear, cap- 
turing prisoners and cattle. 

It is generally thought Lee was making all 
possible speed to Richmond; but Gen. Bu- 
ford thinks the rebels intend making a stand 
on the south side of the Rapid Aon. 

Rebel prisoners say our cavalry has done 
more to defeat Lee's plans than any other 
arm. Also tbat a great deal of despondency 
prevails in the South and in the army in con- 
sequeace of the recent defeats of Leo's, while 
the defection of Joe Johnston and his refusal 
to obey the orders of Jeff Davis, will neces- 
sitate the reconstruction of the army in the 
southwest.

A Remarkablk Louisiana Woman. — A 
New Orleans letter to the Boston Traveller 
says: 

I visited the other day, with an officer, Mrs. 
Hatch, residing on the other side of the river, 
almost entirely by herself. Her husband was 
the United States Collector here, and when 
the city went Confederate he was Confederate 
collector. He is a Vermonter by birth, and a 
man ot much enterprise and intelligence, but 
mad with the novelty of secession, when 
Farragut came, he went over to his friends. 
Then his oldest boy, a lad, went across the al- 
most Stygian river, and the wife, when Gen. 
Banks issued an order for enemies to register 
themselves and then depart, did put her hand 
to the book as an enemy of her old country, 
but was taken ill very soou after, and is now 
but a skeleton. Mrs. Hatch 13 a remarkable 
woman — I have never known one possessing 
more mental energy. She has been a very 
Florence Nightingale to our soldiers, constant- 
ly using ber house for a hospital for the sick, 
and tending tbem with all a mother's kind- 
ness. 

She visited our hospitals, bringing with her 
de licacies and luxuries such only as a sick sol- 
dier can well appreciate. She has watched 
over their dying agonies, and many a poor fel- 
low has breathed bis last with her name on his 
lips. Yet she is a bitter, bitter secessionist. 
Her husband, her son, and all her friends and 
relations are in the Confederate service, and ! 
her heart would naturally be there. 

She bad not heard of the capture of Vicks- : 
burg, and when my friend read her the official 
despatch, I thought she would die with an- 
guish—her eyes were frenzied, her face ashy, 
ud she bit her nails till tbe blood came, and 
when he finished she poured out a torrent ot j 
abuse, of sarcasm and irony, telling us Yan- 
kees of all our imperfections, known and un- 
known, and threatening us with that misera- 
ble destruction we eo richly merited. Her 
thin, bony bands, covered with rich rubies 
and diamonds, sparkling in their rapid move- 
ments, made frequent gestures in a prophetic 
way, giving her the air of a prophetess.

Reminiscences of General Grant. — A 
gentleman of this city, who was an early 
tiiend of General Grant, furnishes the follow- 
ing reminiscences of the brave General, who 
has so inseparably linked his name with the 
victories of the Western armies. 

General Grant is of a Methodist family of 
Ohio, and married the daughter of a Methodist 
local preacher, and tbe granddaughter of the 
pioneer of Methodism in Western Pennsylva- 
nia, of the name of Wrenshall. When not 
much over twelve years of age, be was at 
school, and had as a schoolfellow bis own nat- 
ural cousin, whose parents were British sub- 
jects of Canada. Young Grant was taught to 
forgive injuries, as a Divine precept, and to do 
good and not evil to others, and bis father had 
impressed his mind with love of country and 
reverence for tbe name of Washington. The 
Canadian had been otherwise educated, and 
believed Washington a rebel. On one occa- 
sion a discussion arose between tbe boys as 
to love of country, and duty to a king, when 
John said: 

"U. S. (Grant had been nicknamed U.S.), 
your Washington was a rebel, and fought 
against bis king." 

Grant replied: "Jack, you must stop that 
or I'll lick you. lean forgive you for abusing 
me, but, if you abuse our Washington, I'll off 
coat and BgUt, though you are cousin Jack, 
and mother may lick me for not forgiving. 
The boys fought; Jack got the worst of it, but 
' U. S. was about being whipped at home for 
fighting, when his father interposed and saved 
him, saying, "The boy who will fight for 
Washington will prove himself a man and a 
Christian, if God spares him for twenty 
years." 

Some few years ago the boys, now man- 
grown, met in Canada, and recurred to school 
days. Jack said: "U. S., do you remember 
the licking you guve me for calling Washing- 
ton a rebel?'' 

"Yes, I do, and Jack, I'll do it again, under 
like provocation. Washington is my idol, 
and to me it is more insulting to speak dis- 
respectfully of Washington, or my country, 
than to denounce myself. Mother's maxim 
does very well in private quarrels; butit don't 
apply where one's country is denounced or its 
gods. Washington is first in the American 
PaDtheon, and I couldn't rest easy if I per- 
mitted any abuse of bis name."

From Vicksrcrg. — By the steamer Erner- 
lad, which arrived at Memphis last Tuesday 
morning, the Bulletin has the following ad- 
ditional items from below: Tho Emerald 
brought up seven hundred and forty prisoners 
—part being from Vicksburg and part from 
Johnston's army. Those from Vicksburg had 
refused to take the parole, but took instead an 
oath of allegiance to the United States. 

The prisoners of Johnston's army profe3sed 
to feel quite confident of un early exchange, 
and affect to be sanguine. They say John- 
ston will never be overtaken this 6ide of tho 
Tombigfeie river. 

On tbe 12th inst. Gen. Pemberton marched 
out of Vicksburg with 30,000 men, the United 
States allowing them one wagon to a regiment 
ar d six days' rations. Tho officers were mount- 
ed. Their destination is said to be Tallegada, 
Ala. It bas been reported since their depar- 
ture that Johnston is forcing some of them 
into bis army. 

The prisoners from Vicksburg say that their 
rations 'or three days previous to the surren- 
der, consisted of a quarter of a pound of mule 
meat and three ounces of flour; and but for 
peas, which they had iu great abundance, they 
would have starved. For the information of 
connoi'seurs, we may state that some of the 
men who tasted mule meat say that, with a 
little sugar on it, it tastes somewhat like beef. 

Six of the prisoners endeavored to e3cape in 
p yawl from the Emerald the first night out 
from Vicksburg. They had succeeded in get- 
ting their baggage on the boat, and were ready 
to depart when they were frustrated by the 
guard. 

There are three hundred more prisoners at 
Vicksburg to come up the river, which will 
probably be transported during the present 
week. 

A large number wish to take the oith and 
be restored to liberty, a privilege which will 
doubtless in due time be accorded them. 

fcif The prisoners of Morgan's force in 
Camp Morton at Indianapolis have been com- 
pelled to disgorge the money they stole during 
their raid, and the Journal presumes it will 
be banded over to Gen. Burnside to distribute 
among the citizens of Ohio and Indiana who 
have been plundered. We did not learn what 
amount wets obtained, but as nearly every 
man had a pietty considerable pile, it will 
probably go a good way toward repairing the 
robberies. 

Mcrdered. — Captain Israel C. Diller and 
L. C. Jones, 33d Indiana volunteers, ventur- 
ing too far from their company, near Murfrees- 
boro, Tenn., on the 17th instant, were horri- 
bly murdered by some citizens living in the 
neighborhood. A man and woman were im- 
mediately arrested, charged with being ac- 
complices in the fearful crime, and, it is as- 
serted, will be hung. 



"Dr. Joseph G. Roberts has received the 
appointment of Surgeon of the 40th regiment 
of Kentucky volunteer infantry, Col. Mullens 
commanding, and will immediately join the 
regiment, which is stationed at Falmouth, 
Kentucky. 

KajfTbe Southern papers make a point of 
the fact, which they assert with decided em- 
phasis, that Vicksburg surrendered on July 3, 
instead of July 4. 



Sickness is on the iucrease among the 
Federal forces at Vicksburg, and apprehen- 
sions are entertained of the appearance of yel- 
low fever. • 

Ancient Cities —The New York Journal of 
Commerce says a curious discovery of ancient 
cities is recently reported. It is stated that 
among the mountains to the northeast of An- 
tioch, in Syria, cities of early times have been 
found, abandoned, but not in ruins, except as 
tbe stone buildings have fallen in the slow 
decay which time and storm make necessary. 
It is suggested that these cities are of the pe- 
riod of the early part of the Christian era, 
and that tbe inhabitants abnnduui:d them at 
the time of the Mohammedan invasion. W r e 
must await further accounts before we place 
implicit confidence in these stories, or believe 
that they are indeed discoveries ol ruins hith- 
erto unknown. The neighborhood of Antioch 
was tbe most wealthy and pernaps the most 
populous portion of the Roman Empire in the 
later years of its glory and decline, and we 
have long been familiar with many of the re- 
mains of that splendor. It is not impossible 
tbat travellers, who are unfamiliar with the 
history of these, have imagined the ruins on 
which they have stumbled to be something 
wholly unknown to the modern world, and 
have exaggerated the perfection in which 
the ^ state that they have found them. The 
eas. abounds in ruins of old cities, vastly 
mo) in number than the ordinary reader im- 
agii es. Nevertheless, there are doubtless 
mai y yet to be discovered. The world is a 
burial place of nations. In time3 "like these, 
when national ruin seems to be impending, 
there is a special interest to Americans in 
studying the fate of those who have gone be- 
fore us on the earth's surface. Wc are not im- 
mortal. Our national existence, if preserved, 
must be preserved by virtue, and by faithful 
adherence to the true principles of govern- 
ment. The monuments of ruined nationality, 
scattered here and there over the earth's sur- 
face, should be a constant warning to us, who 
live in tbe later years, to stand by our ancient 
and true principles. Let us not be seduce 1 by 
specious arguments into abandoning the path 
to strength, security, and true natianal life. 
Let us not be induced by any pleas of tem- 
porary necessity to place in the hands of any 
man, or class of men, the liberties which we 
are sworn to preserve for future generations. 

The Rev. Henry I. Van Lenny, American 
Missionary to Turkey, writing to the same 
paper on the subject of these cities, says: 

Permit me to say that the region to which 
you refer is a belt of territory cominsncing 
on the northeast of Antioch, in Syria, and '.ho 
northwest of Aleppo, now called the Gebl 
Shimon — the supposed residence of the once 
lamed hermit Simeon Stylites — coming down 
right across the road between those two cities 
about the town of David, and covering the 
w bole mountainous district still further south, 
which now goes by the name of Ala Dagh or 
Beautiful Mountain. The ruins are scattered 
so thickly over the ground that the towns 
could not have been further apart than from 
one to three or four miles. They chiefly con- 
sist of heathen temples built of hewn lime- 
stone or marble. The largest and b?st pre- 
served is the Gebl Shimon Temple, built on 
an oblong, hill surrounded by fortifications, 
with immense cisterns for the supply of water. 
The building was in the form of a cross, with 
tbe base to the east, and contains beautiful 
specimens of architecture in a fine state of 
preservation. The pedestal on which the idol 
stood still exists in the centre of the cross; it 
must have been in full view from all parts of 
tbe temple; and on one side is the largest 
arch to be seen in any monument of antiqui- 
ty. Some have supposed that these buildings 
must have been erected by Christians, but the 
heathen emblems everywhere visible prove 
their pagan origin. The few crosses now seen 
were evidently cut at a later period. History 
tells us tbat during the Saracenic irruptions 
of the seventh and eighth centuries, a large 
Christian population found here a temporary 
refuge, and were able, from the rugged nature 
of Ihe country, to defend themselves against 
theirfoes. Butthey wcrefinally overpowered 
and put to the sword, and the whole district 
was burnt by tbe Mussulman hordes, which 
hated alike the heathen temple and the 
Christian Church. 

I visited this whole region in the course of 
my missionary labors during the year 1847, 
and made drawings ofall interesting remains. 
My originals were burnt at Tocat in 1859, 
but I gave a copy of all my drawings to the 
Rev. Dr. William Thomson, of Syria, in whose 
possession I presume they remain to this day

Jtjg-There has never been in our country 
an election involving such extraordinary and 
momentous issues as that which is now pend- 
ing in this State. It has never been thought 
possible, that, in the midst of a great war in- 
volving the nation's existence, a party could 
spring up and sustain itself even for a day 
upon the monstrous platform of forcing our 
government into a shameful and ruinous 
peace with the enemy by withholding the 
means of prosecuting the war. The last man 
and the last dollar are at the disposal of the 
rebel government for the support of the rebel- 
lion, and he, who, in this condition of things, 
would deny to the Federal government an- 
other man or another dollar to resist an infu- 
riated and vindictive enemy and put down 
the rebellion, is himself a rebel in md and 
well deserving of the fate of a rebel in act. 
He would bring disgrace upon the country, 
and is himself a disgrace to it. History re- 
cords no treason more accursed than his. He 
may object to the word traitor, but the thing 
is worse than the word, and be is the thing. 
He deserves nothing better than to be romit- 
%u from the mouth of the land. 

We have lately, upon two or three occa- 
sions, visited the army of Gen. Ilosecrans. 
Repeatedly the gallant men who are win- 
ning such glory for themselves and their 
country spoke to us about the approaehing 
election in Kentucky. They evidently felt a 
deep and intense interest upon the subject. 
They found it difficult, nay, neit to impos- 
sible, to conceive that there was a formidable 
party here in favor of refusing, upon any pre- 
text whatever, to furnish the necessary means 
cf carrying on the war. For their lives they 
could scarcely realize that any considerable 
number of their fellow citizens could desire 
that they, after all their toils and deadly perils 
in the camp and the field, should be abandoned 
to their fate in front of a relentless foe. And 
the public may guess how deep will be their 
indignation and their mortification if they 
find that the guilty betrayers of them and of 
the Union shall succeed in getting possession 
of the Executive and Legislative departments 
of Kentucky. Surely in that case our chival- 
rio defenders will not fail to agree with the 
rest of the nation and of the world, that Ken- 
tucky has no peer in her shame, and the spirit 
of the great and illustrious Crittenden may 
well rejoice at having taken its flight when 
it did. 

We have no apprehension that our State 
Government, let it be thrown into wlmthanis 
it may, can take Kentucky out of the Union, 
but it can certainly, in disloyal hands, bring 
upon bcr a long train of dark and terrible 
evils. It can probably make her the most 
wretched State upon the continent. It can 
blast and desolate her aa with a en'" *»" 
hell. It can make her the wild theatre of 
strife and blood and despotism. For hers ike, 
l'ar more even than for the sake of the Union 
at large, we appeal to her people to keep her 
from being driven by any gales of passion in- 
to the horrid vortex that is before her. It is 
her destiny to remain a portion of the Union, 
lo continue under the Federal Government, 
to be a Slate of the United States, and her 
destiny will be fulfilled in spite of any oppo- 
sition that may be encountered. This is as 
true as if it were written in God's Scripture. 
The great question for Kentucky to decide is 
fairly and squarely presented to her. We 
coDjure her to be true to her dead fathers, true 
to her living sons, true to her posterity. 

Tifg Rebel Plot— The Part toe Seces- 
sion Party of Kentucky is Playing in the 
Plot. — We gave in the Journal of Saturday 
last, on the authority of a gallant Kentucky 
officer who at the head of a small party dis- 
guised as rebel guerillas bad lately returned 
from an expedition into Tennessee, a detailed 
statement of the rebel plot to get possession of 
Kentucky, and of the part the secession party 
of the State is playing in the plot. Though 
authorized to give the name of the officer on 
whose authority we made the statement, we 
withheld it at first, supposing that he might 
possibly [contemplate another expedition of 
the like sort, with the success of which the 
publication of his name might interfere. As, 
however, we learn that he himself several 
days ago recounted the incidents of the expe- 
dition in a public speech at the town of Frank- 
lin, we no longer hesitate to give his name. 
The officer in question is Captain Samuel F. 
Johnson, of the 8th Kentucky cavalry, now 
raising a new regiment in the counties of our 
Southern border. 

Having given the name of our informant, 
we will repeat that pcrtion of his statement 
which relates to the points in hand; 

These protected rebels were much troubled 
by the recent reverses of their friends on the 
Mississippi and at Gettysburg, but expressed 
their determination to counterbalance these 
losses by getting possession of Kentucky. As 
a first step toward obtaining a foothold 
on ocr State, thiy declared that they 
were to procure the election of mr wlck- 
liffe as Governor, and defeat as many of 
the Union Democratic candidates for Con- 
gress and tbk Kentucky Legislature as 
possible, in order to get the control of the 
State government. With the view of

Wherever it can he effected, the 
voting is to be done by controlling tbi 
polls and requiring the no- more- m en - an i) * 
no-more money candidates to be voted for. 
These raids were also intkxded to alarm 
Union men and deter them from going to 
the election. They said that their last

concur in this, that they must have Kentucky 
end this is the insolent vaunt of the Tennes- 
see rebels now basking in prosperity under 
the protecting influence of the United States 
Government. As apart of the operations of 
this organization, numerovu bodie3 of gueril- 
las are now at work in the border counties, 
alarming the people and preparing the public 
^,'^d for the panic under the influence of 
which ti,."? are 10 oe thrown about the first of 
A ngust. 

In connection with this indisputable state- 
ment, we invite attention to the letter of a 
secessionist in the county of Anderson which 
we publish below. The impression evidently 
prevails in all rebel circles that Kentucky is cn 
the point of falling into rebel hands. The 
rebels in general are secretly chuckling over 
that of which Mr. Jacob Y. Johnston openly 
looasts.

If it is im- 
pudence in us to express the fullest conviction 
that the Germans will vote for the Union ticket, 
what is it in the Democrat to say that they 
will vote for the rebel ticket!

The Editor of the Democrat saya that 
"there is no such party as the secession party 
in existence in Kentucky."

Since the 
ritinp; of lhat parapraph, we hive been au- 
orized positively to announce General 
Boyle as a candidate. 

Invasion op Kentucky. — It will be seen 
from our despatches, that Col. Sanders's regi- 
ment, after a hard fipht, has been driven back 
from Richmond, Madison county, with con- 
siderable loss, by a superior force of rebels, 
Supposed by some to be the advance of a 
greater force still. There was much excite- 
ment at Lexington yesterday, and the city 
was put under martial law, but at the last ac- 
counts the excitement was said to be sub- 
siding. 

It is very probable that a formidable rebel 
force has undertaken or is about to under- 
take the invasion of Kentucky. We hope 
that the State may not be unprepared. And 
■we hope that Louisville may not. If our city 
is to be fortified, and if our citizens are to 
1 e organized and disciplined for defence, we 
trust that the work miy not be postponed till 
the enemy 13 within fifteen or twenty miles of 
1 s, and bis cannon are thundering in our ears. 
It seems likely that the sudden and unex- 
ected advance upon Richmond and to the 
Kentucky River is a part of the extensive in- 
vasion which has been so long and so con- 
fidently expected as a means of securing a 
prc-rebellion Governor and Legislature in this 

(State. 

86?" There is on the statute-book of Ken- 
tucky, as our readers know, a law dis r ran- 
chising "any citizen of this State who shall 
enter into the service of the so-called Confed- 
erate States, in either a civil or military 
cajacity, or into the service of the so-called 
Provisional Government of Kentucky, in 
cither a civil or military capacity, or, having 
heret< fore entered such service of either the 
Confederate States or Provisional Govern- 
ment, si all continue in such service after this 
act Ukes effect, or shall take up or continue 
in arms against the military forces of the 
United S tage s or the State of Kentuckj-, or 
Bhall^pilrevoluntary aid and assistance to 
in arms against said forces," and, 
rthermore, providing that any person who 
offers to exercise any of the franchises of citi- 
zenship be required to declare on oath that he 
has not committed any of the acts so de- 
scribed. This law the Governor of Kentucky 
is caused to be published for the information 
and guidance of all officers at the approach- 
ing eltction, with a Proclamation thus en- 
j lining tl c observance and enforcement of the 
law: 

The strict observance and enforcement of 
this, and all other laws of this State regulating 
elections, are earnestly enjoined and required, 
as being alike due to a faithful discharge of 
duty, to the purity of the elective franchise, 
»nd to the sovereign will of the people of 
Ket.tu.cky, expressed through their Legisla- 
ture. 

The Editor of the Democrat in his paper of 
yesterday tells all the offenders described in 
this law that they have a "constitutional 
right to vote" in defiance of the law and of 
the Governor's Proclamation, and even goes 
90 far K in this relation to call the attention 
of his readers and of the Judges of election to 
the severe penalty of refusing "to receive the 
vote of a qualified voter", thereby giving the 
"dges to understand that they will become 
ble to this penalty if they refuse to receive 
the vote? of the persons disfranchised by the 
law whose strict observance and enforcement 
the Governor enjoins and requires. In other 
words, while the Governor enjoins all persons 
who have taken up arms against their country, 
or given aid and comfort to those who have, 
not to offer to vote, and requires the Judges of 
election not to receive the votes of such per- 
sons, the Editor of the Democrat assures such 
persons that they have a "constitutional right 
to vote" in spite of the law and of the Gov- 
ernor, and warns the Judge3 of election, if 
they would escape a severe penalty, not to 
refuse to receive the votes of such persons. In 
short, the Editor of the Democrat, in behalf of 
his new political associates, arrays hints .'If 
against the law and against the Proclamation 
of the Governor enjoining the strict enforce- 
ment of the law, and, so far as his influence 
may extend, arrays the people in like manuer. 
To be sure, he says he doesn't "advise" any of 
these offenders to vote. Here is his language: 
We voted against the act as unconstitutional ; 
but we don't advise any one to vote who 
can't take that oath, whilst we do not ques- 
tion his constitutional right to vote, if he has 
"lifications used in the Constitution, 
xactly. Our neighbor doesn't "advise" 
the rebels and rebel abettors to vote, but, in the 
teeth of the Governor's Proclamation, informs 
them that they have "a constitutional right to 
vote" notwithstanding the law disfranchising 
\em, at the same time informing the Judges 
Jon that they will expose themselves 
to a sevef^penalty if they refuse to receive 
the votes of rebels and rebel abettors. Our 
neighbor in this matter treats the Governor of 
Kentucky very much as Mark Antony treats 
Brutus: 

I speak not *° disprove what Brutus spoke, 
But|l am here to r-peak what 1 do know. 

Undoubtedly this most unwarrantable and 
mischievous exhibition on the part of the Edi- 
tor of the Democrat is quite enough in itself 
to settle the character of the party with which 
he is allied. It is not only a public avowal 
that the law disfranchising rebels and rebel 
abettors ought to be trampled under foot, in 
the ftce of the Governor's injunction that the 
law shall be strictly observed and enforced, 
a public confession that in order to bring 
the vote of the party the law must be so 
trampkd under foot. In a word, it is a public 
confession on the part of our neighbor, in the 
most odious conceivable form, that he is now 
the political associate of rebels and of rebel 
abettors. If this confession is not a damning 
one, we should like to know what constitutes 
that particular description of acknowledg- 
ment.

Cincinnati, July 28. . 
Tbe Cincinnati Gazette's Lexington dia- 
patt li sajs the excitement has subsided. The 
rebels came to Kentucky river, at Clay's Fer- 
ry. Saunder's command, nearly all the 
trocps from Hickman Bridge, will insure the 
safety of Lexington. Generals Carter and 
Gilbert's commands are in the rear of tbe 
rebels. 

A special to tbe Commercial from Lexing- 
ton, Ky., says the rebels this morning at- 
tacked our forces at Richmond, c. insisting of 
a Fmall detachment under Col. Sanders. After 
a severe fight of an hour our troops were com- 
pelled to fall back to the Kentucky river, 
badly cut up. The rebel force is estimated 
at 2,500, with six guns. They are supposed 
to be the advance of Bragg's army. 

At the latest advices our troops had fallen 
back within five miles of Lexington, the en- 
emy closely following. Martial law was pro- 
claimed in Lexington to day, and all able- 
bodied citizens between eighteen and forty- 
five have been ordered to report for duty. It 
is thought the city can be held against the 
rebels. Rebel citizens report the rebel force 
at over fifteen thousand, moving in a north- 
erly direction, via Crab Orchard. 

Nkw York, July 28. 

A despatch from Harper's Ferry to the Phil- 
adelphia Enquirer says the results of the en- 
gagement of Thursday last at Front Royal, 
as retorted h«re, are highly encouraging. 
The intention was to cut Lee's army in too, 
and it succeeded to the extent that Ewell's 
corps is reported to be entirely cut off from 
communication with Lee, and its capture or 
di-persion is almost certain. 

The railroad between thi3 point and Mar- 
tinsburg is uninjured, except a small bridge 
over the Oqaquon Creek, which wasdestroyed 
by the rebels. West of Martinsburg the road 
is reported to be badly injured, the rails tora 
up for a considerable distance, bridges burned, 
4c. The rebels having evacuated Martins- 
burg, (be road will soon be in running order 
to that point. 

It is reported that Winchester is now occu 
pied by only a small force of White's rebel 
cavalry. The town will doubtless be in our 
possession again in a few days. 

Citizens have come in to-day from near 
Martinsburg, who report no armed rebels in 
their neighborhood except a few straggling 
bushwhackers. 

The Post says it is stated on good authority 
that the draft will not comtnancc this week, 
bat VuZ probability is that it will be deferred 
only a short time. That it will be prevented 
by the action of the Stitc authorities, which 
some of the sympathizers with the rioters 
hope, is altogether unlikely.

B. tiles, Forrest, Wilson, and others have 
been ordered to scour the country for con- 
scripts. 

General Dodge is active, and watches the 
enemy's every move, and his forces are fully 
employed at all times. Scarcely a day passes 
that he does not strike the enemy at some 
point. 

Washington, July 23. 
One hundred and forty-four rebels, recently 
captured in Virginia, arrived to-day. Among 
them are eight officers, of whom a Captain 
who was captured at Vicksburg and paroled, 
but who hud violat'd his word, and was again 
found in the service, armed and equipped. 
Some of these prisoners are anxious to take 
tbe oath of allegittuce and others to be ex- 
changed. 

Two large military prisons are to be imme- 
diately constructed. One at Point Lookout, 
Maine, and tbe other at Rock Island, Illinois. 

St. Locis, July 28.

To answer inquiries made to this office, it 
is announced: 

I. Any drafted person paying $300, under 
Section 13 of the Enrolment Act, is thereby 
exempt from further liability under that draft, 
but not trom any subsequent draft. 

II. Any drained person furnishing an ac- 
ceptable substitute, is exempt from military 
service for the period for which said substitute 
is mustered into the service. 

III. A substitute, once mustered into the 
service, cannot be drafted while in service. 

IV. A drafted man cannot pay commuta- 
tion money, or present a substitute, after he 
has reported himself to the Board of Enrol- 
ment for examination. 

V. Men who, on the 3d of March, 1863, were 
in the military service of the United States as 
substitutes under the draft of 1802, and whose 
ttrms of service have since expired, are not 
liable to the present draft; but the persons 
for whom they were substitutes are liable to 
draft, the same as though they had not been 
drafted and furnished substitutes under the 
draft of last year. 

VI. In serving the notice, as required by 
Circular No. 42, from this office, a reasonable 
time to report shall, in each case, be granted 
by the Board of Enrolment to men in State 
Service who have been or may be drafted.

Strange Adventcre. — We heard yesterday 
a story which somewhat taxed our credulity 
at the time, but we are assured by the narra- 
tor that it is true. Two soldiers, belonging to 
the Federal army, having been scouting, 
fighting, and doing active service in the 
southern pp.rt of Tennessee, rather detached 
from any main portion of our army, fell into 
tbe hands of the rebels. They were soon after, 
however, recaptured by our forces, together 
welb a small squad of Morgan's guerillas, and 
taken to Camp Morton, Indianapolis. They 
were readily taken for rebel soldiers, having 
been away from our commissary department, 
detached on duty where no Federal clothing 
could be obtained; hence they had picked up, 
here and there, garment after garment, until 
their dress really was more of a butternut 
color than any other. At Camp Morton they 
told their story, but, as all the rebel pris- 
oners with whom they had been captured 
disputed it, they were not believed, 
but were exchanged and sent back 
to the rebel army in company with their tor- 
mentors. They were forced into the ranks 
by Morgan, and compelled to serve two 
months with his robbers and under his com- 
mand, closely watched during the time. They 
however discovered a chance to elude his vigi- 
lance and get away, and did so. They next 
made their appearance in this city, after hav- 
ing escaped Morgan's clutches, and were im- 
mediately sent to their regiments at their own 
reqnest, desiring, as they stated, to be avenged 
upou their foes. 

This is a little bit of history that is vouched 
for by a reliable party, and we, though im- 
probable it may seem, are disposed to be- 
lieve it.

For tbe information and guidance of all 
officers at the approaching election, I have 
caused to be herewith published an act of the 
Legislature of Kentucky, emitled "an act to 
amend chapter 15. of the Revised Statutes, 
entitled 'Citizens, Expatriation, and Aliens.' ' 

The strict observance and enforcement of 
this, and all other laws of this State regula- 
ting elections, are earnestly enjoined and re- 
quired, as beiDg alike due to a faithful dis- 
charge of duty, to the purity of the elective 
franchise, and to the sovereign will of the peo- 
ple of Kentucky, expressed through their Leg- 
islature. 

Given under my band as Governor of Ken- 
tucky, at Frankfort, this 20th day of July, 
1863"and in the 72d year of the Common- 
wealth.

CHAPTER sot. 
AN ACT to amend chapter l.l ot the Revisod Statutos, 

entitles) "Citizens, Expatriation, and Aliens." 

J 1. He it enacted by the fienrral Awmbiy of tbe Com- 
emomoealth of Kentucky, That any citizen of this State 
who shall enter in. o the service of the so called Con- 
federate Slates, in either a civil or military capacity, 
I or intothe service of the so-called ProvlsionalG >vern- 
j mcut of Kentucky, iu either a civil or military capac- 
ity, or having heretofore entered such service of either 
the Confederate Slates or Provisional Government, 
shall continue n such service after thi i act takes ef- 
fect, or shall take up or continue in arms against the 
military forces of the United States or the Suite of 
Kentucky, or shall give voluntary a ; d and aasistanee 
to those in arms ayainst said forces, shall be deemed to 
have expatriated himself, and shall no longer be a 
citizen of Kentucky, norshaM he again be a citizen, 
except by permission of the Legislature by a general or 
sleeial statute. 

{2. That w honever a person attempts or ia called 
on to exercise any of the constitutional or legal 
rights and privileges belonging only to citizens of 
Kentucky, he may be required to negative on oath the 
expatriation provided in the first section of this act; 
and up ii bis failure or refusal to do so, shall not be 
Dei mitted to exercise any such right or privilege. 

j 3. This act to be of force iu thirty days from and 
urerits passage. 

Passed and became a law, theotdeetions of the Gov- 
ernor to the contrary notwithstanding, March 11, 1862. 

All paj ers throughout the State will pub- 
lish tbis proclamation and the accompanying 
act until the election, and send bills to the

The following is the affidavit which may be 
nsed to negative the expatriation provided in 
the first section of the above act, upon tho 
failure or refusal to take which no one can 
run for an office or vote lor a candidate. It is 
the duty of all election officers to require it. 

You, A. B., do solemnly swear that since 
the 11th day of April, 1862, you have not en- 
tered into or been in the service of the so- 
called Confederate States, nor in the service 
of the Provisional Government of Kentucky, 
in either a civil or military capacity — and you 
do further solemnly swear that since the said 
11th day of April, 18C2, you have not taken 
up or been in arms against the military forces 
of the United States, or the military forces of 
the State of Kentucky — and you do further 
solemnly swear that since the said 11th day of 
April, 1862, you have in no way, either di- 
rectly or indirectlv, given any voluntary aid 
or assistance to any person or persons who 
were in arm3 against the military forces of the 
United States or the military forces of the 
S'ate of Kentucky. So help you God.

LOUISVILLE JUtntNAL 

AN URDIltfANCK 
Prescribing the t«rmi aud oonditioni of street 
paasentrt-r railroads within tbe city of Louis- 
ville. 

Sec. 1 Be it ordained by the Gerund Council 
of the City of Loui'ville, Tlmt any company 
or individuals organized Cor the purpose of 
laying do* n rails for running street passen- 
ger rare, to be drawn by horses or malM 
through the sireeis of Louisville, shall be 
guided, governed, and regulated by toe fol- 
lowing conditions, and such restrictions as the 
General Council may hereafter pass. 

Sec. 2. No company or individuals shall be 
permitted to lay down a track through any of 
the streets of said city without first having 
obtained the consent of the General Gounci'. 
designating the company or individuals to 
whom the privilege is granted and the streets 
through which said line shall run. 

Sec. 3. Provided, That before said street I 
railroad company or individuals shall com- | 
mence to run their cars upon any street where | 
it will injuriously affect or interfere with the 
business of any omnibus line or lines, they 
shall, at the option of the owner or owners of 
tucb omnibus line, purchase such omnibus 
line or lines, together with all property be- 
longing to and used in such omnibus business 
at a price to be agreed upon between said 
street railroad company or individuals and 
such omnibus line or lines, or if thev cannot 
agree, then to be ascertained in the following 
manner: Gne disinterested person, acquainted 
with the value of said omnibus business and 
properly, shall be chosen by the Street Rail- 
road Company or individuals, and one by 
f uch omnibus line, and the two persons so se- 
lected, if l hey cannot agree, shall choose a 
third, and the valuation set by these persons 
or any two of them, ir. writing, on such om- 
nibus business and property, shall be final 
and conclusive. 

Sec. 4. All tracks laid shall be of the gauge 
of five feet and two inches, and of the most 
approved rail, and the same to be laid accord- 
ing to the direction of the General Council 
and City Engineer, nnd in such manner as to 
be no impediment to the ordinary use of the 
streets, with suitable bridges at all tkc gut- 
tcn, so as to permit the tlow of water under 
the same, and on such grades as are now or 
may be hereafter established by the General 
Council. 

Any company or individuals to whom any 
privilege shall be granted by the city, shall 
first enter into a good and sufficient boad in 
the penal sum of twenty-five thousand dol- 
lais with the city, said bond to be drawn by 
the City Attorney or the Assistant City At- 
torney, and to constitute a lien upon all 
the property and franchises of the company 
to bowlder between the rails, also to pave or 
bowlder (as the street may be) two feetou the 
outside of each rail so as to correspond with 
the street outside, to keep the same in good 
repair to the satislaction of the General Coun- 
cil, and also that no motive power, except 
horses and mules, shall be used upon any road, 
and that no road shall be used in any way for 
the transportation of freight, but expressly for 
city passenger cars. And if any company or 
individual to whom any privilege shall be 
granted shall fail to keep so much of such 
street or streets, as above specified, in good 
and sufficient repair or shall refuse to pay into 
the city treasury the amount of the tax, or 
license fixed by the Council for the privilege 
of using the street as required by this section, 
the General Council shall have the right to 
prevent the use of said street or streets by 
removing the rails therefrom. 

Sec. 5. And upon the further condition that 
any company or individual to whom any 
privilege may be granted shall place and con- 
tinue upon said roads good cars, with all mod- 
ern improvements lor the comfort and conven- 
ience of passenger", and that they run passen- 
ger cars thereon as ofien as the public conven- 
ience may require, and under suuh directions 
as the General Council may from time to time 
prescribe. 

Sec. 6. And provided, also, that any com- 
pany or individual to whom such privilege 
may be granted shall in all respects comply 
with the directions of the General Council in 
building said roads, and in the running of cars 
thereon, and in any other matters connected 
with the regulation of the same, and provided 
also, that any company or individual shall, 
before the permission takes effect, enter into 
a bond with mortgage as hereinbefore provi- 
ded, to be draw n by the City Attorney, or 
Assistant City Attorney, and approved by the 
General Council, bindiugthemselve' and their 
successors to abide by and perform the stipu- 
lations and provisions herein contained, and 
also such other resolutions or ordinances .as 
may be passed by .the General Council regu- 
lating the running upon said roads. 

Sec. T, Provided, that the City Auditor 
shall, when instructed by the^City Council, 
advertise for ten days in the oUicial papers ot 
this city, stating the routes which have been 
designated by the Council for street railroads, 
and ask for sealed proposals under this ordi- 
nance, to construct the same, and the compa- 
ny or individual that will pay the highest 
amount of license per car per annum and the 
higbes amount for each passenger carried, and 
also bid lor the lowest price of commutation 
tickets, in packages of not less than twenty-fivo 
shall be considered the successful bidder, pro- 
vided, however, the General Council shall bu 
the judces oftli" Li*la. 

Sec, 8. And, provided any such company or 
individual shall not charge more than five 
cents for each passenger on any such roads. 

Sec. 9. And provided further, that they 
shall file with the City Auditor a statement, 
under oath, of the cost of each mile or frac- 
tion ot a mile of road completed, and also a 
monthly statement of the gross receipts, and 
shall exhibit the books and vouchers belong- 
ing to said company or individual to a com- 
mittee of the General Council, or to any per- 
son or persons the Council may appoint to 
examine such books and accounts, at any time. 
But no company or individual, to whom any 
privilege may be granted, shall assign or trans- 
ler their franchise in said road or roads with- 
out first obtaining the consent of the General 
Council thereto. 

Sec. 10. And provided further, that the city 
of Louisville shall not be held liable to any 
company or individual for any damage any 
company or individual may incur from the 
breakage of any sewer or water pipe, or from 
any delay in the transportation of passengers 
that may be caused by the laying of sewers, 
water or gas pipes, or the necessary repairing 
of the same, or from any other delays or dam- 
ages that may be caused by fire or otherwise; 
but any such company or individual shall be 
liable for any loss or any injury that any per- 
son may sustain by reason of any carelessness, 
neglect, or misconduct of their agents or ser- 
vants in the management, construction, or use 
of said track or roads; and any such compa- 
ny or individual shall indemnify and hold the 
city harmless from any damage that may bo 
claimed by property holders or by any person 
or persons on account of the laying of said 
track, or in the use or by reason thereof, or by 
running the cars thereon. 

Sec. 11. And provided any company or in- 
dividual to whom privilege may be granted 
as aforesaid shall, within ten days after the 
passage of a resolution granting such privi- 
lege, come forward and sign the proper con- 
tract, agreeing to abide by these stipulations 
and other ordinances that may be passed here- 
after by the General Council regulating such 
roads, and agreeing further to commence said 
roads within sixty days thereafter, and com- 
plete the same within twelve months. 

Sec. 12. The President and Secretary of each 
and every such company or of individuals 
shall, on the first day of January in each and 
every year during the continuance of the con- 
tract, furnish to the General Council a full and 
complete list of the stockholders thereof; and 
such statement shall be verified by the oath of 
said President and Secretary, to be adminis- 
tered by a Notary Public of the county of 
Jefferson, and attested by his seal, or by any 
person authorized to administer oaths. 

Sec. 13. The City Council shall at any fu- 
ture time have the power, when the public 
good demands, to grant a second or thira com- 
pany or individual the right to occupy any 
track already laid down, provided the expense 
of laying and keeping in repair said track, so 
far as used by different companies or individ- 
uals, shall be equally borne by all those that 
use them, but the Council shall not have the 
right to grant a permit to run upon any route 
already disposed of for a greater distance than 
one-tenth of the whole route. 

Sec. 14. And be it further or dttin'd, That the 
following specifications regulating the run- 
ning of street railroads in Louisville be re- 
quired of each and every company or individ- 
uals taking out license under the provisions of 
this ordinance, viz: 

1st. No car shall be drawn at a greater speed 
than six milc3 an hour. 

2d. While the cars are turning the corners 
. from one street to another the horses or mu'es 
shall not be driven faster than a walk. 

3d. Cars driven in the same direction shall 
not approach each other within a distance of 
three hundred feet, ex ept in case of accident 
when it may be necessary to connect two cars 
together, and, also, except at stations. 

4lh. No car shall be allowed to stop on a 
cross-walk, nor in front of any intersecting 
street, except to avoid collision or to prevent 
danger to persons in the street. 

5tn. When the conductor of any car is re- 
quired to stop at the intersection of streets to 
receive or leave passengers, the cars shall be 
stopped so as to leave the rear platform slight- 
ly over the crossing. 

6th. The conductors and drivers of each car 
Bhall keep a vigilant watch for all teams, car- 
riages, persons on foot, and especially children, 
either on the track or moving towards it, and 
on the first appearance of danger to such teams 
or persous or other obstructions, the car shall 
be stopped in the shortest time and space pos- 
sible. 

7th. The conductor shall not allow ladies 
and children to enter or leave the cars while 
in motion. 

8th. Conductors shall announce to the pas- 
sengers the names of the streets or the place 
wherever the cars cross in connection with 
any other railroad track. 

9th. The cars after sunset shall be provided 
with signal lights. 



10th. No cars shall remain standing at the : 
cent al or principal depot more than five min- ! 
uttB, (xcepting at the ferry landing, and the | 
cars shall run as often as the public good de- ; 
mands, or the General Council may from time 
to time direct. 

11th. The cars shall be entitled to the track, 
and any vehicle upon the track of said com- 
pany shall turn out when any car comes up, so 
as to leave the track unobstructed; and the 
drivers of any vehicle refusing to do so, when 
requested bv the driver of any car, 
shall be liable" to a penalty not exceeding live 
dollars on conviction before the City Court of 
Louisville, and costs of prosecution and all 
fines collected under this section shall be paid 
into the City Treasury to be appropriated to 
the School Fund. 

12. Provided, That if any person or persons 
shall have cause to remove any large iroa safe 
or other large and heavy substance, they shall 
be allowed a sufficient time to load and un- 
load the same without being liable to thepen- 
altv attached by this section. 

Sec. ID. This ordinance shall continue and 
be in force from and after its passage. All 
contracts made under the provisions of this or- 
dinance shall be for the term and period of 
twenty years.
